. TEHRAN. Jan. 16 (Agen- 
cies) — With tears in his eyes, 
fee Shah left Iran Tuesday for 
Egypt and fee United States, 
piloting his own jet on a jour- 
ney many believe will end in 
permanent exile. 

His departure touched off 
jubilant celebrations through- 
out Tehran. 

Two officer of the Shah’s 
royal guard fell to their knees 
and tried to kiss fee monarch's 
feet at Tehran's airport, hut 
be motioned for them to rise, 
court sources said. 

Two other officers, standing 
face to face, held aloft a copy 
of fee Holy Koran, and the 
royal couple passed beneath the 
impromptu arch to board the 
“Shah's Falcon," a royal Boe- 
ing 727. Coun sources said the 
monarch took the controls hrm- 
setf. 

“The Shah is gone forever," 
people chanted as millions 
poured into the streets of Teh- 
ran, showering each other with 
candies and rose water, cheer- 
ing and shouting with joy at 
what they saw as victory in a 
year-long, bloody uprising to 
topple the 59-year-oki Shah. 

Shortly before he left, the 
Shah issued a decree pardon- 
ing 240 prisoners who had been 
convicted for various offences 
by military tribunals, the offi- 
cial Iranian radio reported. 

Motorists hooked their horns, 
flashed their headbghrs and 
waved their windshield wipers. 
Many jumped from their cars 
and hugged each other. 

The Shah later arrived in 
Aswan, Egypt, where he was 
.greeted by President Anwar 
Sadat, Egypt’s Middle East 
News Agency reported. The

Ford, on 
a Middle East tour, had been 
scheduled to meet with Sadat 
Thursday, and Egyptian sour- 
ces said fee meeting with fee 
Shah was arranged when it be- 
came dear the three men 
would be in Aswan at the same 
time. 

In a statement to Iran's offi- 
cial Pars News Agency, the 
Shah said he was going “on 
vacation because 1 am feeling 
si red.” He left his royal powers 
with a regency council and ap- 
pealed to fee Iranian people 
to preserve the monarchy dur- 
ing his absence. 

The Shah said the length of 
his stay abroad would depend 
on Ms “physical condition” 
■But many believe the vacation 
will turn into permanent exile 
and fee end of the dynasty 
his soWier-fafeer founded 54 
years ago. 

“I hope fee government will 
be able to make amends for 
the past and also succeed in 
laying the foundation for the 
future,” said the Shah. “This 
work needs a long period of 
cooperation and patriotism in 
ji§ utmost meaning. Our eco- 
nomy must start rolling again 
and we must have better plan- 
ning for the future.” 

Ayatullah Khomeini, fee re- 
ligious leader wbo is the Shah’s 
most Influential opponent, con- 
gratulated fee “heroic people 
of Iran” on fee Shah’s depar- 
ture and said it wee “*h e 
step town* ending fee Pah- 
lavi Dynarty ” .

Asnag says Mengistu

In an interview with '“Arab 
News”, Asnag, who wus pass- 
ing through Jeddah on his way 
home from Khartoum, said 
feat Sanaa had refiahie infor- 
mation of the v&k. k> Aden 
by Mengistu “who must have 
gone there to inspect some of 
the Ethiopian and Cuban 
troops loaned to South: Ye- 
men to replace fee large num- 
ber of South Yemeni troops 
who had either defeated to fee 
North or taken up arms against 

fee regime fe Aden” 

Asnag said that many batta- 
lions of the South Yemen arm- 
ed forces mutinied following 


the assassination of President 
Salem Rubaya All in a power 
struggle in Aden lasr year. The 
rebels, according to Asnag, are 
in control of several districts 
in fee Third: and Fourth Go- 
vemonrtes of the country and 
are engaging South Yemeni 
Hoops in other areas dose to 
the North Yemeni borders. 

“The rebel troops are well- 
equipped and well-aimed and 
get sympathy from various 
quartets,” Asnag said. *‘Cu- 
1 ban-piloted MiG jets are fre- 
quently seen bombing rebel 
strongholds” he added.

Khalil warns Israel

KHARTOUM. Jan. 16 (Ag- 
encies) — Egyptian Prime Min- 
ister Mustapha Khalil has cau- 
tioned Israel that “Egypt will 
not stand with bands folded” 
if Israel attacks Syrian troops 
in Lebanon. 

Khaki's warning was made 
as U.S. Middle East envoy Al- 
fred Atherton arrived in Tel 
Aviv Tuesday to embark on a 
new round of talks aimed at 
reactivating fee sidled peace 
treaty negotiations between Eg- 
ypt and Israel. 

Khalil warned Israel against 
•'trying to provoke Syria” by 
carrying out strikes against Le- 
banon, the Sudan News Ag- 
ency reported Tuesday. 

Khalit returned to Cairo 
from Khartoum Monday after 
attending joint ministerial mee- 
tings there. 

Syria makes up the bulk of 
a 30,000-strong Arab League 
peacekeeping army in Leba- 
non. 

Khalils statement was dis- 
tributed here hours after ao Is- 
raeli attack on a Palestinian 
refugee camp in sotah Leba- 
non. (story on back page) 

Khalil told the Sudanese ag- 
ency Israel roust not try to 
exploiL Egypt's desire for peace 
and feel free to attack Leba 
■non or provoke the Syrian 
peacekeepers in feat country. 

“Egypt’s objective is to es- 
tablish a just and comprehen- 
sive Madeast peace, and this 
<nust not encourage Israel into 
opening an offensive in Leba- 
non against Syria," said Kha 
lil. 

Egypt and Israel have been 
in disagreement over a U.S. 
sponsored draft peace treaty 
One problem is Egypt’s insis- 
tence of maintaining freedom 
to honor Us Arab defense com- 
mitments. 

Israel has demanded that 
Egypt's obligations under the 
planned treaty must supersede 
its commitments under fee 
Arab collective defense char 
ter. 

Also at issue is Egypt's de- 
mand for a timetable toward 
instituting Palestinian self-rule 
in’ Gaza and the West Bank of 


Jordan. 

Khalil 1 told the agency that 
Egypt will sign a peace treaty 
only if Israel endorses a time- 
table for Palestinian autonomy 
in the two Israeli-held regions. 

In Tel Aviv, Atherton told 
an airport news conference: 
"Our aim and hope during 
this trip is to resolve issues 
related to the treaty artides, 
which had not yet been ag- 
reed irf order to* prepare fee 
way for meetings at the minis- 
terial level." 

He refused to elaborate. “We 
had been tokiby both the go- 
vernments of Israel . .and Egypt 
that they do desire to continue 
fee negotiating process and to 
conclude a peace treaty and a 
peace treaty package," he. said.

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Worst torrential rain in 15 years paralyzes Jeddah, Western Province 


80 mm Jails 
indownpour

A thundering two-hour rain- 
storm. the heaviest in 15 years, 
turned Jeddah's streets into ri- 
vers, lakes and ponds Tuescfay. 
making getting around almost 
impossible and virtually shutt- 
ing commercial life in the city. 

King Khaled ordered schools 
dosed in Mecca and Jeddah 
Wednesday to help students 
who might not otherwise be 
able to travel and to get over 
the effects of the unexpected 

storm, which flooded houses 

throughout the city. 

Scores of motorists caught in 
the drenching rain abandoned 1 
their stalled cars m the middle 
of the streets, adding to the 
congestion. 

3 inches 

The' government s Meteorolo- 
gical Department said Tues- 
day night that 80 mm of rain 
— about three inches — fell dur- 
ing the downpour which began 
at 11:30 a jn. 

Added to four mm of rain 
Monday, that put total rainfall 
here for 1979 at 84 mm, or 
almost one-and-one-half times 
the yearly average of 65 mm. 

The Meteorological Depart- 
ment said the storm affected al- 
most all of Saudi Arabia's Red 
Sea and sent lemperatu- 

tures in Jeddah plunging to 18 
degrees centigrade, a record 
low for this time of year. 

Electricity was blacked out 
in, parts of the city for up to 
Jive hours, and the last linger- 
ing rain didn’t stop falling in 
the Jeddah International Air- 
port area until 5 pjn. though 
the wonst of the storm was 
over by 1:30 pan. ■ 

Flights in and out of the 
airport were suspended until 
7:00 ajn. Wednesday, with In- 
coming flights diverted to other

of the city. 

But the storm also had te 
gentler moments: people gave 
rides to strangers in the sud- 
denly taxi-less streets; excava- 
tor operators used their ma- 
chines* giant claws to lift pro-

spots; and the police were out 
in force, doing their best to 
keep traffic moving.

Haxnra still functioned. Set- 
tled about 12 yeans ago its 
streets can handle rain but wa- 
ter lapped ait the grilles of cars 
on Medina Road south of the 
Foreign Ministry. Even four- 
wheel drive vehicles were inti- 
midated. Sharafia was a brown 
flood. 

By 5 p m. (he traffic on 
many streets was returning to 
some semblance of normality,

Street near the airport it was 
moving at only a crawl late in- 
to the evening. The southbound 
lane of that artery was block- 
ed to traffic for about an hour 
to allow drivers caught in a 
massive jam at the intersection 
of Sharafia to get their cars 
moving.

Some parts of tiu city were 
barely affected by the storm, 
but for most of Jeddah and 
Mecca toe freak downpour 
turned life into a daylong xra- 
sery of soggy clothing, flooded 
rooms, missed work, and fran- 
tic attempts to bail out stalled 
cars and deluged houses. 

One resident reported that 
fuel cel drums stored in near- 
by stores burst during the 
storm, flooding his floor with 
six inches of pungent cfesel

They laughed when 1 arriv- 
ed in Jeddati carrying my rain- 
coat They’re not laughing any 
more. Tuesday taught them — 
and me — a lesson. 

When. I saw the Kgbtaing, 
the wind and the rain this 
morning I shing the trench coat 
over my shoulders.

sustained efforts to build up 
an auxhortt&rian state struc- 
ture.” 

The papa accused Bhutto 
of weakening the country’s de- 
mocratic structures. 

It said during Bhutto’s rule 
“all major institutions that 
make the foundations of a de- 
mocratic society — parhameat, 
the party system, the judiciary, 
the public services — were un- 
dermined.” 

Bhutto was ousted from 
power in a coup in July 1977 
and a military government led 
by Gen. Zia U1 Haq took over. 

Bhutto was sentenced to 
death fo r the murder of a 


political opponent by the 
Lahore -High Court last 
March. The former prime mi- 
nister appealed the ruling to 
the Supreme Court, which is 
expected to band down ks de- 
cision later this month or 
early m February, 

The paper said 'evidence has 
been found Chat Bhutto mis- 
used vast public funds invol- 
ving millions of rupees for his 
own benefit. 

Three criminal cases relating 
to the misuse of public funds 
are pending against Bhutto be- 
fore a special trib unal of the 
Lahore High Court 

The paper with 104 pages of 
supporting documents states 
tttal Bhutto spent SI 7,000 in 
public funds on his two pri- 
vate homes in Karachi and 
Laricana, his home town. 

The government km already 
issued two White Papers on 
the Bhutto regime. The first, 
released last July, charged 
Bhutto with rigging general 
elections in March 1977, and 
the other, issued l as t August- 
charged that Bhutto misused 
the news media.

PEKING, Jan. 16 (RJ — 
A demonstration by ragged- 
people from different parts of 
China seeking redress for 
grievances from the country's 
leaders 2*as quietly faded away 
after 2 days in the capital. 

The demonstrators, a hand- 
ful of whom spent Sunday 
night huddled together against 
the hitter cold at the main en- 
trance to the compound where 
China's leaders live, had been 
calling for such basic rights as 
food and work. 

They had wanted to present 
their case to “Teng the In- 
corruptible” — a reference to 
senior Vice-Premier Teng 
Hsrao-ping. It was not known 


if they bad succeeded in meet- 
ing anyone in authority. 

Thousands of people have 
come to Peking from ail over 
the country to cotnplafn of 
poor conditions or ill treat- 
ment in their own areas. Many 
of the posters pasted up on 
walls in the capital over the 
past couple of months have 
deah with such personal grie- 
vannes. 

But the demonstration which 
began Sunday afternoon ap- 
peared to be the first such 
group protest by this section 
of Chin ese society. Many of 
these people appeared to De 
facing difficulties in finding 
food and shelter in a strange 
city far from their own homes.

But Dr. Riobard L. Naeye 
of Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity said placenta praevfu and 
the presence of abnormally 
large areas of dead tissue on 
the placenta, was prevalent 
smoking mothers and wo* re- 
lated io post smoking, measur- 
ed as cigarettes per year over 
a period of time. 

Placenta praevia is a condi- 
tion in which the placenta is. 
attached abnormally low in the 
womb, leading to dangerous 
complications during labor, and 
birth. 

He said it is noi known 


how long the effects of smok- 
ing continue after u woman 
quits, but he advised women 
to give up smoking as early 
aa possible before conception. 

Previous studies have linked 
infant death syndrome • also 
called crib death — to smok- 
ing during pregnancy. But 
Naeye said this study is the 
first to show smoking us un 
independent risk, factor of the 
condition, a problem of un- 
known origin which kails one 
of every 400 children -bom in 
the United State*. 


Naeye, head pathological 
scientist for the study, said (he 
study disagrees with previous 
reports on the prenatal effect 
of smoking on a dhiid’s intelli- 
gence. 

Several studies have repor- 
ted children of mothers who 
smoke have Lower Intelligence 
test scores titan offspring of 
aonsmokers but in comparing 
IQs of siblings whose mothers 
smoked (hiring one pregnancy 
but not the other.

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AFTER THE SHAH 


The Shah left Tehran wsth tears in his eyes. Who would 
have beMeved only a year ago that the Shan would suffer such 
h umiliatio n in full sight of the whole world? Without any pre- 
judice one can safely say that the Shah caused his own prob- 
lems. It is jiot a good excuse to tftame all the ills of the 
country on the advasera and claim that the Shah “didn't know.” 
He chose and appointed ids advisers and their authorities have 
always been based on his. It is neither acceptable to blame 
“foreign conspiracies” for the downfall because it is in the 
nature of things for foreigners to “coo spire" to serve their 
own interests and lor a ruler or r^hne to thwart or deflect the 
“ocnspiracies” and utilize the contradictions in foreign interests 
to serve those of his own people. 

At any rate, the more pressing, questions today are not 
those of what went wrong in the past but rather what is gomg 
to happen tomorrow. The new rulers have a formidable 
task before them. The economy is in shambles and that alone 
Will put pressure on all foeir plans. But before the new riders 
could cross that bridge they must first get to it. They can only 
do that united because, if the former opposition starts fighting 
among itself, conditions in the country will get much worse 
than they have ever been under the Shah 

Assuming that the opposition can sort out its differences 
and hammer out a common reform program, the task thereon 
wiH be made easier it the new riders benefit from the mare 
blatant mistakes of the Shah. Two suffice: first, the Shah 
embarked on regional and international ambitions before put- 
ting his own bouse in order with the result that the Iranian 
people saw billions of dollars squandered on defense while 
more needed spending on schools, medicine, 1 - industry and 
roads lagged behind; second, the Shah pulled sway from the 
all-important religious base, which has kept the country to- 
gether for 1,400 years, with the result that the people lave 
fdt confronted with alien ideas and practices that they have 
not been prepared to accept. 

The people who saw the Shah leave are full of hopes and 
hopefully they won’t he disappointed. Bui a change of gov- 
ernment, or even regime, <5 not enough- There "have been 
many coses of change of regime in the Middle Bast where 
the change has been for the worst, and several examples of 
changes for the better in Western Europe in recent years. The. 
, new rulers tvlH have no one to blame but themselves if they 
fail One Advantage they have over the Shah is the lesson he 
has left them 

It won’t be long before the Iranians and the outside world 
w3l be able. to judge the performance of the Shah’s successors. 
As far- as the Gulf and the region Hsdf are concerned there 
is cause for guarded optimism. The new rulers win have to 
abandon the Shah’s costly ambitions and confine themselves 
to curing the local His. And there is no reason to fear that 
the Iranian troubles wiU be repeated in neighboring countries 
■because the &ievances of the banians are not suffered by 
their neighbors. Trouble would start only if the Shah's succes- 
sors fight among themselves and fail in their reform program. 
They might then look around for excuses. So it may be good 
policy for their neighbors to help them succeed. 


Missile boats

LONDON - 
When a small Egyptian pat- 
rol boat sank the Israeli des- 
troyer Eilat with a Russianr 
built Styx missile in October 
1967, the world became aware 
that conventional values in 
sea war were changing. 

Today there are 750 fast 
missile boats (FMBs) in ser- 
vice throughout the world, of 
which 150 are with the navies 
of the Warsaw Pad countries. 
Although "most displace less 
Chan 500 Cons, each can do as 
much damage as a broadside 
from an 8-inch cruiser during 
World War 1 1 
The Arab states in the Medi- 
terranean will soon have as 
many as 77 FMBs between 
them. Libya alone win have 
41 . The new situation has given 
hu4h to e new reference book 
— Brassey’s “Fast Attack 
Craft" — published in Lon- 
don by the okf-estahlished 

publishing house of Brassey, 

which works' in conjunction} 
with the Royal United Services 
Institute for Defense Studies. 

In the foreword the editor, 
John Marriott, points to the 
history of the Mediterranean 
as a danger spot for the West: 
“One wonders how the United 
States* Sixth Fleet would fare 
if an attack were mounted 
against ft.” 

The Sbdh Fleet would al- 


most certainly answer U n fa 
proposition by saying that its 
air power can be deployed 
against attackers over a suffi- 
ciently wide area to prevent 
their concentration. 

Nevertheless, aimed with a 
combination of long-range 
anti -ship missiles and wire- 
guided torpedoes capable of 
sinking targets more than 12 
miles away, FMBs are likely 
to become the main craft of 
all but the largest navies m 
the future. 

Marriott echoes a not mrig- 
tirficant body of naval opinion 
when he questions the slowness 
of governments such as those 
of Britain and France their 
navies with FMBs: “It is sur- 
prising that Britain has no 
armed fast attack craft at all 
and France has only just 
commissioned its Trident 
class." 

Such craft, he argues, would 
have an important role in pat* 
rolling the English Channel 
and the Mediterranean. 

The Russians, by contrast, 

have invested in a consider- 
able number of FMBs, al- 
though Marriott says: “It Is 
far from dear what is the rea- 
soning behind this (Russian) 
policy, unless they are inten- 
ded as escorts for mSftary 
convoys forcing their way 
from the Baltic to the open 
sea. or to seize the Dardanel- 
les" — (OFNS)

Guerrilla moves in Eritrea

KHARTOUM— 

As preparations continue for 
Etiaopta’s third offensive ag- 
ainst Eritrean nationalists, the 
guerrillas are stepping up coun- 
ter-attacks of their own against 
the Soviet-backed military go- 
vernment. 

The Khartoum spokesman 
for the Eritrean People’s Li- 
beration Front (EPLF) last 
week announced the destruc- 
tion of 11 email Ethiopian ms- 
Jftaxy camps on the key high- 
way Unking the inland Erit- 
rean capital of Asmara with 
Che Red Sea port of Massawa. 

Tbese base s had juft been 
re-established by Ethiopia fol- 
lowing a similar assault just 
one week earlier, according to 
the EPLF spokesman. The ac- 
tions mark the fourth such se- 
ries of attacks in this area sin- 
ce the government re-occupied 
the important highway a mon- 
th ago- ... 

The increase in mobile guer- 
rilla activity reflects a pro- 
nounced shaft in the character 
of the 17-year Eritrean war for 
independence from Ethiopia- 

During the past seven mon- 
ths, Etiaopian forces re-occu- 
pied all the major towns and 
highways formerly held by tbe 
EPLF and the ftxnlier Eritrean 
• liberation Front (ELF). 

EPLF leaders charge that 
Soviet combat personnel play- 
ed a key combat role in the 
planning and battlefield exe- 
cution of tbe sophisticated mi- 
litary campaign which saw tbe 
heaviest fighting yet in the 
turbulent Horn of Africa. 

Tbe Ethiopian offensive to 
date has been only partially 
successful, however. Though 
tbe government forces retook 
the lar ge towns, they failed to 
reach the three smaller north- 
ern towns of Afabet, Nafka 
and Karora or to penetrate the 


EPLFs heavily defended guer- 
rilla base area in this region. 

This will be the objective of 
the next phase of the campaign 
for which Ethiopia is now mo- 
•bilizing. 


During a month-long tour of 
EPLF-controfled areas which 
coincided wifo the latest phase 
of the offensive, it was appa- 
rent that tbe gaerriUas remain 
mOftarily strong and appear to. 
enjoy widespread popular sup- 
port The manner in which 
they withdrew from the large 
towws left the government in 
possession of a siring of ur- 
ban islands in a hostile sea. 

No town was actually taken 
by military force. Instead, the 
EPLF fought outside the towns 
and pulled back after they 
were evacuated, systematically 
contracting their fixed base 
area into the nigged northern 
Sahel mountains and dispersing 
esnnSer military units into the 
oouritryside around the towns 
and highways. 


Within their base area, the 
mechanized . supply lines re- 
main folly operative. Food, 
medicines, ammunition and in- 
fantry reinforcements could be 
seen nightly shuttling from one 
hattiefiront to another. Heavy 
machinery and equipment re- 
moved from the urban centers 
and heavy aims taken hi the 
fi ghting were meanwhile being 
trucked to the rear. 


Xu the three-week series of 
major battles, the EPLF cap- 
tured more than 25 Soviet - 
supplied T-54 tanks and BTR- 
60 armored cars to bring tbe 
number of armored vehicles 
in their hands to ova: $0. 


Guerrilla losses appeared to 
be relatively high under a pu- 
nishing bombardment by long- 
range artillery, "Stalin Organ" 
rocket launchers and Russian- 


piloted MiG jet aircraft using 
napalm and cluster bombs, but 
the civilian evacuation of the 
towns also brought thousands 
of fresh volunteers that appea- 
red sufficient to maintain the 
front's infantry strength at bet- 
ween 25,000 and 30,000 men 
and women. 

Still, the EPLF clearly lacks 
the overall strength to defeat 
(he Soviet-backed Ethiopian 
army in open field coofronta-. 
tioos. ft has therefore begun a 
rapid transition to the mobile 
gaerriDa tactics that characte- 
rized the early years of the 
war. 

Meanwhile, these new con- 
ditions have given an impetus 
to current meeting m Khar- 
toum between leaders of the 
EPLF and the ELF to estab- 
lish military coordination bet- 
ween foe rival fronts, which 
broke down early in the of- 
fensive. 

Sudan and other sympathe- 
tic Arab countries are also 
pressing tbe Eritreans to con- 
solidate their forces in tbe po- 
litical arena under a single 
' umbrella leadership that would 
tnctude the right-wing Arab 
nationalist ELF-PLF. 

This group has no forces in- 
side Eritrea but it retains strong 
backing from Saudi Arabia 
and Iran. 

Against this backdrop, the 
Soviet Union appears to be 
stepping into a Vietnam-like 
quagmire of an unwinnable 
classic gaerriDa war. 

The military map of Erit- 
rea has been dramatically al- 
tered in recco* months by the 
massive increase in Soviet aid 
to Ethiopia, and a further es- 
calation may produce additio- 
nal short-term setbacks for the 
gnemftas. But their dogged 
d eterm i nation to take to the 
h£Bs and fight indefinitely 
wonM appear to give them the 
long-term edge. ■ — (OFNS) 


Anti-SALT Soviets

WASHINGTON — 

The Soviet Union, like the 
United States, has a powerful 
strategic nuclear weapon es- 
tablishment, and it may have 
been important in file last- 
minute hitches thrown into the 
SALT H negotiations at Geno- 
va last month. 

According to informed Gar- 
ter administration sources, So- 
viet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko sought to modify 
lan gnagp. jg the SALT agree- 
ment that is supposed to limit 
toe United States and Soviet 
Union to testing and deploying 
only new type of land-based 
KM dozing the five-year 
treaty period: 

The Soviets, according to in- 
teHigeace sources, already have 
four new ICBMs ready for 
testing. They are the products 
of the USSR’s three missile 
design bureaus — a mifitary- 
industriai complex that for 
years has been regularly grind- 
ing out new ICBM missile 
models like Ford and General 
-Motors put oat cars. 

If the new type limitation 
stands as the ILS. wants it, 
the Soviet bureaucracy invol- 
ved in missile ' production 
might face a cutback or at 
least a redirection. In addi- 
tion. the powerful Soviet stra- 
tegic rocket forces, that na- 
tion’s premier military ser- 
vice, might see a dkmmftxca 
in ite growth. 

According to U.S. analysts, 
Gromyko has made a last mi- 
nute effort to put a loophole 
in the new type language that 
would permit the Soviet 
missile production complex 
and military arm to keep ihe 
current size and direction. 

So far, U.S. negotiators 
have been firm in rejecting 
the Gromyko proposal and ac- 
cording to one admimftration 
source, “the Outer adminis- 
tration shows no sign of dmn- 
fing-’* 

The draft SALT provision 


to limit new ICBM types is 
termed the only “radical step 
forward" in foe new agree- 
ment, according to one arms 
control expert close to the ne- 
gotiations. 

It would prevent the Soviets 
from adding more warheads 
to any of its airrentfrdeploy- 
ed missiles and would limit to 
10 the number of warheads 
the one new type missile could 
carry. 

The provision was described 
recently by one administra- 
tion source as gtvng “a modest 
advantage” to the U£. suice 
limiting the Soviets to only 
one new type may require 
them to .change the operation 
of their three missile design 
bureaus.

LONDON— 

There has been from foe 
1 start an air of inevitability 
about foe British sale of Har- 
rier jump jet® to China. 

Voices questioning foe wis- 
dom of foe deal were beard 
tn Whitehall. There teye also 
been doubts among dffintain’s 
West European atiies^ind in 
Washington. But two conside- 
rations, above all, proved 
stronger than aft foe doubts. 

The first was purely British: 
immediate gain demanded that 
Britain agree to sell the Hai-- 
,riers in order not to lose a 1 
wiry large trade deal with' 
Qdna. It is questionable whe- 
ther Britain handled the Chi- 
nese very skiafifly, for they 
let tbe Chinese taciofy pose 
foear condition (Harriers first, 
trade deal second) instead of 
making the running by’ insist- 
ing that Harriers could only 
be part of a larger deal. But 
that is a matter of detail. What 
cotmted was that both govern-' 
met* and industry were scar- 
ed of losing the China market 
to< European or American 
competitors. 

The second consideration, 
part British, part American, 
was strategic. A China inde- 
pendent of foe Soviet Union 
is seen as a blessing for foe 
Weft. Whitehall feels it owes 
Moscow no favors. Nor does 
Zbigniew BrzezmskL, Presi- 
dent Carter’s adviser for na- 
tional security affairs. 

Tbe strategic gain bo the 


West of having a Chinese 
counterweight on foe eastern 
'borders of the Soviet Union 
is obvious. Given the growth 
of Soviet power in the world a 
stronger, independent China .is 
easily seen as doing some of 
• foe West’s work for it. 

To these two main themes 
London adds a number of mi- 
nor , descants. The Harriers, 
British officials say, are after 
aH only defensive. They will 
p erfo r m foe same defensive 
role along the Chinese bonder 
with the Soviet Union that 
they might have done along 
NATO’s border lad NATO 
been v«e enough to buy 
Hum. 

The British also say that 
while they know Moscow w«l- 
dtrttke foe deal, foe Soviet 
Union badly wants stable re- 
lations wtfo the West (agree- 
ments on limiting strategic 
weapons being an amportaut 
part of that stability). In tbe 
long run its interest in stability 
will predominate. 

One also hears remarks 
about it not being right for 
Britain and the West to give 
in to Soviet pressure. Finally, 
officials ask just what foe 
Russians can do to Britain to 
e x p r e s s their displeasure. Not 
much, Ifaey think.

Militias harass UNIFIL, Waldheim says 


UNITED NATIONS. Jan. 
16 (R) — Secretary-General 

Kurt Waldheim said Tuesday 
that Israeli-backed rightist mi- 
litias appeared to be delibera- 
tely trying lo harass the U.N. 
InLerim Force in Lebanon l UNI 
FIL). 

In a report to the Security 
Council recommending a fur- 
■ther six-month extension of the 
force set up last March. Wal- 
dheim said that if UNIFlL’s 
restraint continued to be ex- 
ploited ft might be necessary 
for the council to consider 
action to deal with the situa- 
tion. 

The council is expected to 
meet on Thursday to extend 
the Efe oF UNIFIL. at present 
numbering 5.S52 men. 

Referring to a previous re- 
port complaining of lack of 
cooperation from both the “de 
facto forces” — the militia — 
and the Israeli Army. Wal- 
dheim cited a “pattern of be- 
havior on the part of the de 
facto forces that would sug- 


gest a deliberate intention to 
harass UNIFIL” in its efforts 
to implement council resolu- 
tions. 

UNIFIL was established 
•both to check on the withdra- 
wal of Israeli troops who in- 
vaded southern Lebanon last 
March in a sweep against Pa- 
lestinian bases and to help’ 


restone the authority of the 
Lebanese government in the 
area. 

But when the Israeli troops 
Withdrew they handed over 
control of a strip of border 
territory to Lebanese rightist 
militias. 

Waldheim said harassment 
by. rite militia posed a serious 


risk of weakening the coope- 
ration between . UNLFJL and 
“aimed element to tbe north 
and west of the UNIFIL area" 
— a reference to Palestinian 
commandos. Recent incidents 
had already shown some evi- 
dence of such a tendency.

The Israelis withdrew trader Fateh fire near the beach, 
eight kilometers south. Tbe gparti house was a flattened ruin 
Tuesday and the footprints of the Israelis could stilt be seen 
criss-crossing the beach where they landed. 

The raid took place three d£ys after Palestine Comman- 
dos launched an operation, in . tbe northern Israeli town of 
Maalae, seven kilometers south of the border. 


Despite some reservations 
about a six month renewal of 
the force, Waldheim said: “1
